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SCnOOI. OF THE S(itTAr>. 

1. The object of thia ecliiiol ia the instruction of the 
individual recruit, and afterwards that of the equad. 

a. The instructor explainB eauh movement in as few 
lATords as possible, at the same time executing it him- 
self. He avoids keeping recruits too long at the same 
movement, although each mnst be understood before 
paaaing to another, and he should exact by degrees tike J 
desired precision and nniformity. I 

3. As the instruction processes, the recruits will be J 
grouped according to proficiency, in order that alt may 1 
advance as rapidly an their abilities permit. Those who. I 
lack aptitude and quickneas will be separated from the 1 
others, and placed under experienced drill masters. 

4. If the instructor wishes to begin a movement ai 
for tlie pnrpuae of correcting it, he commands, As you ' 
were, at which the former position is resumed. 

INSTKUCTION WlTUorT STRETrUER. 

5. (1) For this instruction, a few recruits, usually 
exceeding four, are placed in a single rank, facing ' 

to the front, and according txi height from right f o left, 
the tallest man on the right. 

(2) When the recruits have learned how to take their 
places, they are required to do so without assistance i 
from the instructor, at the t-ommand, Fall in. 
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Position of Attention,

13. The length of the full etep in quick tin 
incbee, meaanred from heel to heel, and the cattence la 
at the rate of one hundred and twenty steps per minnte. 

14. (1) The instructor placee himself eight or ten 
paces in front of the recruits, and facing toward them 
executes the etep slowly, at the same time explaining- 
itsprinciplea : he then commands; 1. Forward, 2. MABOH. 

(3) At the first command, throw the weight of the 
body upon the right leg, without bending the left knee. 
At the second command, carry the left foot straightfor- 
ward 80 inches from the right, measuring from heel to 
heel, the sole near the ground, the knee straight and 
slightly tamed out; at the same time throw the weight 
of the body forward, and plant the foot without Bhock, 
the weight of the body resting upon it; then advance 
and plant the right foot, in like manner : continue the 
marcn. The instructor indicates the cadence of the 
step from time to time, by calhng one, two. tliree. four, or 
/eft, right, the instant the left and right foot, reapoetively, 
should he planted.

25. In the calculation of distances and intervals, the 
depth of a, man is assumed to be 12 inches, and his front 
in ranks M inches. 

26. In line, at a bait, facing distance, or tlie distance 
between ranks from back to breast, is 12 inches; on 
taking np the march, this distance is increased to iifl 
inches, the rear rank shortening the first few steps At 
the command. Halt, both ranks halt aimnltaneonsly, and 
the rear rank then closes to facing distence. 

27. When the guide is announced io a command, the 
man on the flank designated, condncts the march. In 
their preliminary drills, the places of the recruits will 
frequently be changed. 

28. When faced to the rear in line, vacancies in the 
new front rank will be temporarily filled by the men in

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Organization. 
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46. The Hospital Corps unit is tho stretcher squad. 

47. The stretcher squad is composed of a set of fours 
to each stretcher, and in in charge of a hospital steward. 

48. The Hospital Corps detachment consists of any 
number of stretcher squads, more than one and not ex- 
ceeding five, and is in ckarge of a medical ofBcer, wllb 
one hospital steward to every two squads as petty 
ofB^ers. 

40. The Hospital Corps section consists of six 
stretcher sqnads in charge of a medical officer, with 
three hospital stewards as petty officers. 

The post of the section or detachment officer is two 
paces in front of the center of the section or detachment. 

The post of the first hospital steward is in the front 
rank on the right of the section or detachment. 

The ppst of the second hospital steward is on the left 
of the rear rank of the section or detachment. 

The post of the third hospital steward is two paces in 
rear of the middle four of tne section. 

Formation for Stretcher Drill. 

The squad, detachment, or section, when formed 
stcher drill, is in single rank, graduated in slee, 
to the right. 
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51. At the Bigiial for the aaseinhly, the first hospital 
steward takes hia position in front of where the centOT 
of the detachment is tu be, and faces it. 

Order: Pall in. 

The second hospital steward plaices himself facing to 
the front where the right of the detachment is to reat, 
and at such a point that its center will be sis paces from 
and opposite the senior hospital steward. 

The men assemble rapidly, facing to the front, a very- 
light touch between elbows. 

The flrat hospital steward calk the roll, each man 
answering, "Here," as his name is called. 

52. The men being in line as described, the first hos- 
pital steward faces them to the right and arranges them 
according to height, tallest man in front ; he then faces 
them to the left into line. The detachment being sized, 
habitnally forms in the same order. 

63. The first hospital steward commands; 1. Co^nl, 
a. PotlHS. 

Beginning on the right the men connt one, two, ihrte. 
four, and so on to the left. The guides do not connt. 

If the four on the left consists of less than three men 
they are ordinarily assigned to other fours and placed 
in the line of file closers, each in rear of the four to 
which assigned.

The Stretcher and Sling. 

55. The regulation hand stretcher for shore work 
consists of a canvas bed, 6 feet long and 22 inches -wide, 
made fast to two poles 7i feet long, and stretched by 
two jointed braces. The ends of the poles form the 
handles, 9 inches long, by which the stretcher is carried. 
The fixed iron legs are stirrup-shaped, 4 inches high 
and If inches wide. A strap is permanently fastened 
to the bottom of each pole near the legs. When the 
stretcher is open each strap lies under the pole to 
which it is attached, its free end buttoned to a stud ; 
when the stretcher is strapped it is passed over the 
canvas and the free end buttoned to a stud under the 
opposite pole (United States Army pattern). 

5(J, One sling is issued to the hospital apprentice as 
part of his equipment. It is made of blue webbing, 2^ 
inches wide, with a leather-lined loop at each end, and a 
slide to regulate its length ( United States Army pat- 
tern). 

Before falling in, each man verifies the length of his 
sling so that it is always exactly adjusted to his size, 
places it smoothly over his shoulders, the slide on the 
right side, passing the loops imder the belt, and, during 
ilrill with the stretc;her, never removes it from the body. 

The loops, when off the handles, are invariably se- 
cured under the belt. 

57. No. 1 is the squad leader: he commands his 
squad and is responsible for it: in his absence. No. 4. 
and both Nos. 1 and 4 being absent. No. 3 commands. 

"^ith reduced nmnl>ers. No. 1 ordinarily assumes the 
8 of No. 3, and No. 4 of No. H. No. 1 being absent, 
f assumes his duties, and vice versa. 
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58. The inatTQiJtor will make such changes in the 
personnel of the sets of foar as he deema advisable. 
The selection of No. 1 ahoold be determined, by the 
intelligence and experience of the men ; No. 4 should be 
as near in size as possible to No. 1, and No, 3 to No. 8. 
The fours are then counted again if necessary. 

59. A stretcher is said to be strapped when folded, 
the canvas doubled smoothly ou top and secared by the 
straps. It is said to be closed when folded and un- 
strapped, the free ends of the straps buttoned to the 
Btuds on their respective poles. 

00. The foot, or front, of a ^rounrferf or o/jsn (unloaded) 
stretcher is the end farthest from the approaching 
squad, unless otherwise designated. The root of a 
loaded stretcher is always the end corresponding to " 
feet of the patient. 

Manual of ths Stretcher. 

01. 1. Procure stretcher, 2. Right (or left) face (if n 
than one sqnad), 3. Maboh. 

At the first command, the Nos. 3 step one pace to the 
front, at the second command tbey face as required. 
and at the third proceed in column of files, by the near- 
est ronte, to the (strapped or closed) stretchers. They 
each take one, placing it on the right shoulder at a slope 
of at least 45 degrees, canvas down (par, 64), and 
promptly return in the reverse order, each man resum- 
ing his place by passing through his interval one pace 
to the rear, facing about, and stepiiing forward with 
the left foot into line. 

If the stretchers are in front of the detachment, the 
Kos, 3 may be marched directly forward, converging 
toward them, and then back, diverging to their intervals. 

This march should bo supervised by a noni 
sioned ofBcer. It can be executed in double tw 
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, With but HUB scina<l tlie comiiiaiida ale simply. Pro- 
cure (or Return) stretc/ier, MAHOH; when the bearer 
prtKieeda and returtm by the ahorteHt practicable ronte. 
62. Inall motions from the sAauA'er, or to the sAotfAfer, 
the stretcher should invariably be brouglit to the vertical 
poiition ogainxt the ehoulder, one pole in front of \ 
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line (par, 61). and ia any foniiation or uiovenient in 
which there may be danger of the lower or iipi)er han- 
dles of the stretishet striking neighboring men, after 
which the shoulder is resumed without command. 

63. Bein^ at the shoulder: 1, Order. 2. Strbtohee. 

At Order, the stretcher is brought to the vertical posi-
